the old "Texas schooner," as the capa 
cious wagon of those days was called. 


The robbery in ivhich the- robbers 


lost their lives took place beyond Frio- 
town. In fact, it occurred beyond the* 
last "stand," or pluee where tbe horses 
of tbe stage were changed, but it is 
likely that the robbers had information 
from Fribtowu if they did not follow 
from there. There is nothing to indi- 
cate that they resided there or in any 
particular locality, but they bad been 
seen in that place some time prior anil 
were evidently"- familiar with that lo 
cality. It is even probable that they 
were connected with an attempt to rob 
a store in the town which proved n"bor 
tlve. 


L. W. Culver, a well known furni- 


ture dealer of San Antonio, was one of 
the four passengers on the stage which 
the robbers held up, and he gives ;i 
very graphic description of the event. 
He said to the writer: 


"It was either the last week in Au- 


gust or the first one in September In 
18SO. I was then living, in Austin. I 
was prospecting for a location and 
concluded to try Laredo, where I sub- 
sequently located and engaged in- the 
manufacture of brick. In tbose days it 
took two and sometimes three days to 
go from Sun Antonio to Laredo. When 
it rained it frequently took longer, so a 
trip from licit? to Laredo was a mucli 
more formidable affair than the pres- 
ent one by rail in a comfortable car. 
On this occasion there were three oth- 
er passengers bosidea u&sulf. They 
were all men. so we proceeded to make 
ourselves 
as 
comfortable 
as 
our 


cramped environment permitted, di- 
vesting ourselves of all surplus rai- 
ment We had just endured the hcnt 
and dust of a very long, dry and hoi 
day. The sun was setting when with- 
out Intimation or expectation the thrill- 
ing event came upon us. Two of the 
other three passengers were entire 
strangers to me, whose unmet I do not 
now remember. The other was a man 
with whom I bad some acquaintance, 
fis we bad met in Austin. He wan 
seeking health in the dry climate down 
on tbe Rio Grande. H« wan the star 
performer. Hie name was Phil Nolan, 
and he wan the coolest and most do* 
liberate man I ever RAW. When we 
started out on tut; stage lut had placed 
III* pistol under the cushion of the 
•eat Tbt balance of u» had not mad* 


auy such disposition of our weapon*, 
altliougb none of us hud them anyway 
handy wbeu tbe lime of iut*i fur tuny 
faun*. 


"The nr»t Intimation that any of us 


bad that nuytJiiug was wrong was tin- 
sudden stopping of tbe stage and tht 
climbing iti of a man with a j'!*tol Iti 
hi.* hand. lie said iu a tone of coua- 
u.'aml there- w.»s i.o mistaking, 'Throw 
up your hands.'* Kljrht bauds uvut up 
vntUk'nly ami without 
delay. 
He 


e-awh-d iuzo the conch and proceeded 
to go through «';u-b of us iu turn. lit- 
L-omuieu'jed with Nolan, whose pockuU 
be r&iit-ved of al! c.-ish and valuable-*. 
1 w;i3 sitt::i^ en ibe front seat and No- 
lan on the rear one opposite me. He 
robbed the n\<> tutu on tbe rear s«.-ut 
lirst and then coiuiuenc-ed with tbo^e 
on Ibe front one. He bad finished with 
uie and uas then eugaged with tin- 
robbery of the man next to me. 1 is 
nectasitated the robber turning his 
back to Nolan. As be did so Nolan 
deftly reached beneath tbe seat unu 
drew bis pistol. Quick as a flash and 
quicker' thau I could tell bow it was 
done Nolan shot him through the back. 
He must have hit the robber in the 
heart, for the latter fell over limp and j 
died without a word. There were two 
robbers. The other bad climbed up to 
the top of the coach and taken his seat 
beside tbe driver. There was a hole in 
tbe top of tbe vehicle through which 
Xolan had a view of bis back. He firad i 
through it and wounded him. 


"Tbe second robber then Jumped 


down from the coach, mounted his. 
horse and rode around the vehicle, firing 
twice toward it and at those inside. 
Nolan, seeing that he was endangering 
the lives-of all Inside, pluckily jumped 
out and. stopping a short distance at 
one side of the coach, took aim deliber- 
ately at the second robber and fired, 
killing him dead with this shot. Nolan 
only fired three shots of tbe six in Ills 
pistol. Every one of them told and 
produced mortal wounds. Two of' the 
three shots produced instantaneous 
death: Xo one besides Nolan attempt- 
ed to fire, and to him alone belongs the 
credit of killing the two highwaymen. 


"It is evident that the robbers were 


mere tyros and bad never engaged hi 
such a venture before or if they bad 
must have dealt with victims whose 
wits were |osst by fright. If they had 
been men of experience in their line oi 
business neither of them would have 
entered the stage unless the occupant? 
had first been forced to leave it, uoi 
would either of them have mounted 
the seat beside the driver unless the 
coach had lirst been vacated by him at 
well as the passengers, I have npvei 
read or beard of a successful |4to£X' 
robbery wherein the robbers entered 
the coach or got on top of it. In doinj; 
so they both blundered, and tbe blun 
dere cost them their lives. 


"Of course all of us but Nolan wore 


greatly agitated, and It took us some 
time to collect our scattered wits nnil 
articles that had been taken from us 
by tbe robber who entered the coach 
The first thing that we did was to sat 
isfy ourselves that both robbers weiv 
dead. Then we investigated to" see ir 
there were any live companions of 
theirs left. If there were they evident 
ly vanished. Possibly there were, be- 
cause I now remember that we oulj 
secured the horse of one of them. Thi1 
horse of the other got away from tH 
and it is possible if not probable that 
the animal was led away Ly a com 
panion wlso fled when be saw the other 
two bad been killed. 


"I saw Xolan, who killed them, aft- 


erward repeatedly, and we spoke fro 
queutly of the tragic affair. He tokl 
me that his purpose in placing bis pi^ 
toi under the seat was premeditated.

To all appearances the stallion re- 


cently bought by Bullman was as gen- 
tle as he was speedy. Ho would eat 
from Bullman's band, and when the 
jockey-owner groomed him in the 
mornings the black racer would wbin- 
uy in the friendliest fashion. 


Only one man about Bullman's stable 


was skeptical of the new purchase. 
This was Hiram Pierce, a young Ken- 
tuckian. 


"Look out for that black fellow.'' 


warned Hiram at first sight of the IIOM 
trotter. "I don't like his eye. He'll 
bite you if be gets the chance." 


One recent morning Bullman went 


into the stallion's box stall, currycomb 
in hand, to give the animal a rnb 
.down. 


Vi&thout halter or head strap the 


horse stood motionless. His head was 
lowered, and so rigid was his pose that 
Buliman ceased brushing and spoke to 
him. 


"Wlmt's the matter, old boy?" he 


,said, stroking the glossy neck. 


As a spark of fire acts on gunpow- 


der so did the first stroke of Bullman's 
band act upon the stallion. He turned, 
fastened his teeth in Bullman's right 
.side and, with a heave of his powerful 
head, tore the jockey from his feet. 


Bullman recovered his nerve in an, 


instant and fought to tear himself 
loose. But he was tossed into the air, 
and the crazy stallion shook him as a 
terrier would a rat 


Then round and round the big box 


stall the horse dashed, whirling the 
helpless Jockey from sl.lo to side, 
pounding him against the rafters and 
striking art him with bis hoofs. 


The tossing and the pain of the teeth 


fastened in Lls side robbed Bullman of 
consciousness when 
Hiram Pierce 


reached the scene. He had not seen the 
attack. In* his ear had caught the 
thunder of bopfs and Bullman's cry 
foi1 help. 


The young Kentuckinn threw off hlH 


coat, seized a bar of wood used as « 
guard for the front of the stall and 
rained blows upon the animal. 


Under the rain of blows tbe horse 


rushed at his assailant, but the1 grip of 
his great jaws on tbe jockey never 
loosened. Dodging the flying hoofs. 
Pierce threw away the wooden bnr 
and caught up the heavy metal backed 
(urrycomb that Bullman had dropped, 


It would have been a contemptible 


weapon In tbo hnwi» of mo«t men, but 
the young Kentucky trainer knew just 
bow to make the most of It As with 
lowered head the mad horse made 
fltrajght for film. Pierce, struck straight 
and hard for the stallion's eye. 


Back on hla hniinches fell the brute,

the blow he was a prisoner behind the 
doors of hi* stall, while BulliuaH wim 
being carried fo bin home.

Tbe .matter is at 
far from my thoughts as it 
was ir.

within my hearing or sight. I have- 
no higher aspiration than to pass mi 
days in peace with my family around 
me, and take no part in politics 
which any private citizen cannot take 
with the utmost propriety." 


As to tbe movement inaugurated by 


the Brooklyn Eagle, Mr. Cleveland 
said: "I have never spoken to any- 
body on the subject of a fourth can- 
didacy. 
I have never written to a 


single political friend one way or he 
other, nor have I been written to or 
spoken to by them. There is not a 
political leader of any prominence en- 
deavoring to advance any movement 
to nominate ime in any state, so far as 
I have been advised, nor do I antici- 
pate that any such 
effort 
will be 


made by any leader, prominent or ob- 
scure. in any locality in the country. 


"In this respect 
the 
situation is 


more than pleasing. In earnestly de 
siring the democratic party to become 
strong and united as of old, comnut- 
ted to do the simple traditions and 
sound principles which made it ag- 
gressive and victorious, no thought of. 
personal interest has disturbed me. 


"I have on several occasions within 


a year undertaken to 
perform 
the 


labor which usually falls to the priv- 
ate in the ranks, but there has not 
urked within me the hope of any re- 
ward save the consciousness of hav- 
ng made an effort to assist in brlng- 
ng about salutary conditions in the 
party." 


The question has been frequently

"Why does not Mr. Cleveland 


announce definitely that he does not 
want the nomination?" 


Mr. Cleveland has on many occa-

most universal by the forming of the 
employer's association and 
the lat- 


ter'a agreement to suspend all build- 
ing operations, still continues. 


It was confidently expected, when, 


the building trades' council receded 
from its support of the strike of the 
lumber teamsters 
an'd 
handlers a 


week ago, and the dealers announced 
that in consequence they would open 
their yards for business, that build- 
ing operations would be at onoe re- 
sumed, and the 12b,000 wage earners 
who had for five weeks been idle, at 
a loss of $21,000,000 in wages, would 
immediately be set at work. Instead 
of this, the building business is tied 
up tighter than ever, and the number 
of men now idle is estimated to be at 
least 150,000. 


On Wednesday, the George A. Ful- 


ler Construction company, one oC the 
largest employers of labor

building business in New York, shut 
down work on all its contracts, add- 
ing fully ten thousand mechanics to 
the army of idlers. This firm is not a

sanctum to other callings. He speaks 
as follows concerning the editorial 
congressman: 


-The election of Vic-tor Murdock. of 


the Wichita Eagle, to Congress is 
but another step toward blessed mil- 
lenium when the government of the 
world will be intrusted entirely to 
newspaper editors, 
and 
everything 


will then be right. Mr. Murdockhas 
been dubbed 'the smartest 
man in 


Kansas,* in evidence whereof there 
are many signs. We know that he 
was a good reporter, thai he is a 
good editor, and men who answer 
that description can do anything well 
and are particularly needed in Con- 
gress. 


"The success of the present Admin- 


istration 
is 
largely 
and 
perhaps 


chiefly due to the number of editors 
whom President Roosevelt has 
ap- 


pointed to or retained in office, and 
the'marked improvement in the con- 
duct of Cngress and 
the advance- 


ment of the standard of legislation 
can be attributed solely to the in- 
creased number of editors in the sen- 
ate chamber and the house of repre- 
sentatives. There have been several 
notable additions recently, and the 
next Congress promises to be even 
better than the last, because the pro- 
portion of newspaper men has been 
considerably increased. In the Sen- 
ate we have Hawley and Hansbor- 
ough, both journalists of distinction, 
and Clark of 
Arkansas, familiarly 


known in his sphere of usefulness as 
'old cotton top,' was raised in a news- 
paper office and laid the foundation 
of his fame while at a printer's case. < 
While the laws of the exact sciences*; 
would not permit us to call Srafetor 
Patterson, of the 
Rocky Mountain 


News, and Senator Carmack, of the 
Memphis 
Commercial, great, 
they 


have been assigned by an inscrutable 
providence to a conspicuous part in 
the solution of a problem that per- 
plexes mankind. 


"Senator Clark, of Montana, is not 


exactly one of us. He belongs to the 
paymaster's department rather thar 
to the reportorial corps, 'and has the 
honor of meeting the payroll in sev- 
eral enterprising newspaper offices, a 
humble but useful position. 


"J. Adam Bede, of Pine City, Minn, 


differs from Senator Clark in the re- 
spect that his manuscript is interest- 
ing from an intellectual as Senator 
Clark's is interesting from a financial 
point of view. He has spent most o( 
his life in a newspaper office, and ic 


a first class reporter; hence he can- 
not help making a first class cdEfr^s' 
man. And then there is Fred Lanefis 
of Indiana, who at one time was s 
newspaper correspondent at Washing ! 
ton, and acquired wisdom which Sol 
omon tells us is much more valuable 
than wealth. He is somewhat handi 
capped by having a faunous brother 
who 
is 
also 
an 
editor 
and 


can make speeches to beat almosi 
anyone else in Congress. 
Whenever 


he takes the floor the galleries be 
come crowded and the populace hang 
upon his lips, as the poet says that 
they hung upon the lips of Mark An- 
tony. Charlie Landis, however, will 
have to be switched off on a 
side 


track until Fred goes by. Otherwise 
there might be danger of a collision 


"One of the most notable additions 


to the legislative corps of journalists 
is William R. Hearst, of New York- 
city, son of the late Senator Hearst 
of California. Mr. Hearst is prepar- 
ing for a lively winter. He has leased 
an entire floor in Stoneleight Court, 
the new apartment house now being 
erected by Secretary Hay, and expects 
to hang the latch string out or leave 
the door wide open as the case maj 
be. Mr. Hearst was recently married, 
and those who have the pleasure o." 
knowing his bride predict that she 
will be a strong reinforcement in his 
political welfare. 


"Gilbert Monell Hitchcock, editor 


of the Omaha World-Herald, will be 
a valuable and welcome addition to 
the newspaper circle of Washington.

oaks—a fit subject for a painter's 
brush. 


A German professor, <x>nfound him, 


bus now knocked out all the delightful 
romance and sentiment connected with 
the sweet girl and the four leafed clo- 
ver, for he has bred and developed a 
clover which alvx ays produces either 
four or five leaves instead of thr-tv. 


We think that it would be a good 


plan for the supervisors of each coun- 
ty to have built one-half mile at least 
of good mud proof highway, using such 
material as is available. It would de- 
termine the cost of such construction 
in any given community and prove a 
valuable object lesson. 


Nearly all forms of plant life have a 


natural tendency to group themselves, 
just as men of different nationalities 
do. This is especially noticeable among 
all forms of xvild vegetation along the 
rights of way of our railways—groups 
of wild roses, asters, sunflowers, sweet 
clover nnd even the grasses.

A quaint sight to a western man are 


the many old covered wooden bridges 
which span the rivers of Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, a type of bridge which; 
because of the force of the winds 
would not be possible in the west. 
Many of these bridges are very okl, 
the covering rendering them practical- 
ly indestructible. 


We noteil a small cornfield down in 


West Virginia lately which was strung 
all over with white cord attached to 
stakes about four feet from the ground.

We are asked how it is thnt a bolt

The wisest men are puzzled as to this 
natural force.

It 
is said that the bolt which falls from 
the summer cloud exercises for a frac- 
tion of time so brief that ordinary fig-

He studiously refrains from gratifying 
the curiosity of those who are lyin^ 
awake nights wondering if he wants to 
be president again, but some of his 
closest friends assert that he prefers 
the classic retirement of this old uni- 
versity town to the strenuous life of 
the White House. 


When several years ago Mr. Cleve- 


land decided to take up his abode in 
TrinCv'ton everybody was surprised— 
that is, everybody who had not been to 
Princeton. The social life of a col- 
lege town is ideal to one who loves re- 
fined simplicity, and Princeton is par- 
ticularly fortunate in its remoteness 
from the madding crowd. 


The ex-president's home Is an unpre- 


tentious structure of colonial style, 
built for him about three years a£o. 
It is what is known as a "plaster 
house," a frame building plastered in- 
side and out. It has two floors, in both 
of which are very wide latticed win- 
dows. The front portico is colonnaded 
with two square plaster columns and 
four round wooded columns, giving 
the entrance an imposing aspect. On 
the left side of the house is a colon- 
naded porte cochere. The roof, cov- 
ered with, bright red tiles, is a distin- 
guishing' feature which can be seen 
from a great distance. A driveway 
curves from the street through a largo 
and well kept lawn dotted with trees. 


The interior of the house is quite as 


simple as the exterior. Mr. Cleveland 
Js not a Lard man to see. A man in 
plain clothes ushers the visitor into a 
modest reception room furnished with- 
out ostentation and possessing the in- 
evitable rubber plant of the country 
residence. 


Mr. Cleveland reached his sixty-sixth 


birthday on March 20 last, but his eye 
is as bright and Ms step as lirm as 
when he left Washington. He is some- 
what Joss corpulent, and the outdoor 
life he has lived for the past six years 
has given him the ruddy hue of health. 


His daily life is that of the retired 


statesman and country gentleman com- 
bined, lie seldom breakfasts later than 
8 and during the forenoon attends TO 
his correspondence, which is very 
heavy. Most of his letters are from 
admirers who want his opinion on the 
matters uppermost in the public mind. 
It is reported that the ex-president is 
writing his memoirs, but if he is IK; 
will probably not permit their publica- 
tion within his lifetime. 


After lunch Mr. Cleveland orders a 


surrey and drives out to his chicken 
farm, where he has a flue o'.itlit for 
the lir.ioiling and rearing of fancy fowl. 


The evenings the ex-president de- 


votes to reading and to the society of 
his family, to which he is deeply at- 
tached. 
Another evening diversion is 


billiards, in which Mr. Cleveland dis- 
plays considerable skill. 


Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland do not enter 


tnin largely, but they give a few din- 
ners, and Mrs. Cleveland has a day at 
home on which all callers! are welcome. 
The Cleveland* art.' frwiiipiit guests at 
dinners given I.y the members of the 
1'rlnceton faculty and other members 
of the college set, which includes mich 
wealthy families as the Armours, the 
Itoyard Stocktons, the Taylor Pynes 
and the .Tunfus Morgans.

ilone, and, weather permitting, they 
usually have The fronts of their houses 
off, 
letting the street come in.

houses are only apologies for houses 
anyway. 
Some of them cost no more 


than £'•">. 
In building his house the 


Japanese follows out the national tra- 
dition 
of 
doing everything upside 


down. lie builds the roof first. 


The foreigner at once notices the ab- 


se.n •«• of hordes in the streets. They 
have a few here, but they look more 
•like bears than liorses. The beasts of 
burden of Japan are men. One may 
see a stone street roller drawn by a 
hundred coolies, and on the hand carts 
which take the place of wagons aiv 
carried all sorts of things from hay to 
pianos. 


There is always a rickshaw bobbing 


around with a man running ahead of 
the human horse with a horn to warn 
pedestrians to get out of the way. 


The middle of the road is devoted to 


children playing battle-door and shut- 
tlecock and skipping ropes. They look 
like animated ('oils. Little girls while 
they play carry on their backs their 
small brothers or sisters and hardly 
seem to notice the incninbranecs. On 
the housetops are older people Hying 
kites, on the strings of which the un- 
wary passer is likely to get hanged, as 
the housetops are about as high as 
one's neck. 


The sides of the streets are lined 


with stalls of pipe menders and sellers 
of articles of little cost. The Japanese 
who makes toys out of dough is very 
popular, as is also the children's cook- 
ing stall. For n piece of copper with a 
hole In the center the Japanese infant 
obtains the privilege t,f cooking a piece 
of dough at this stall and of burning 
its fingers to its heart's content. 


The front of a temple is easily rec- 


ognized by the row of shoes and san- 
dals outside. A Jap takes off his foot- 
wear instead of his hat when he en- 
ters a holy place, probably for the rea- 
son that he seldom wears a hat.
